Mentioned Probable Trouble 
With the Mexicans 


William I). M urphy, a well knnxwn 
Brainerd boilerm aker and the broth­ 
er of .Tack and Hugh M urphy of this 
city, was suddenly killed last n ig h t 
a t Cananea, Sonora, Mexico, where 
he had been employed as a boilerm ak­ 
er by th e Santa Fe railway. 
Mr. Murphy wa* m arried December 
IS, 1912 and had just returned from 
his wedding trip and the happy cou­ 
ple had settled down to housekeep­ 
ing in the Mexican town. 
The tele­ 
gram of his death arrived ju st a day 
after Lu git M urphy received a let­ 
ter from William which breathed th e 
happiness he felt aud the plans he 
was laying for the future. 
Fred Crone, the father-in-law of 
Murphy, stated th a t he had been in­ 
stantly killed and that the body had 
been removed to Tucson, Arizona. 
Well known in Brainerd, w here he 
had made his home for many years 
and known to the world at. large be­ 
cause he had served several years as 
a vice-president of the Boilermakers 
national organization, the deceased 
was a man of many excellent quali­ 
ties and well liked by bis employers 
and associates. 
In the last letter sen t his brother 
Hugh he had stated: 
“ Of course the 
wedding came off all right, but both 
of our trunks were lost and we did 
not find one of them for about two 
weeks, b u t we found one a fte r it had 
been carried by Yaco and w ent to 
Douglas, Arizona. 
The 
other 
one 
was mixed up with a show troupe’s 
baggage and was found in the opera 
house a t Bisbee. 
E verything was O. 
K. in them as they had not been op­ 
ened. 
“ We are feeling fine and dandy 
down here with lots of sunshine every 
day. 
We had a little cold w eather 
for a while aud had th e pipes all froz­ 
en up, but everything is all rig h t 
now, w orking every day and lots of 
work ahead of us for a while." 
His note of gladness concerning 
conditione as he found 
them 
was 
tinged with a strain of the an ticip a­ 
tion of trouble, 
and 
his 
brother, 
Hugh, who a t the present time does 
not know w hat caused his death, has 
read this section with much earn est­ 
ness. 
The letter cont*nues: 
“ We are liable to have to make a 
bee line for the border though as soon 
as the warm w eather sets in, as these 
Mexicans are fixing up for a little 
strike and small revolution cs • <cn 
as It gets warm enough for them to 
j sleep out In the hills, aud they are 
h guring on running all the Ameri­ 
cans out of the camp. 
“ They tried th a t several years ago, 
b u t made a failure of i*. and may do 
so again.
